ARRL Board Meeting 


As an ‘‘observer’’, the Vice-Director of an ARRL Div- 
ision has the enviable position of being able to view all 
of the Board’s workings, to criticize its decisions and 
methods of arriving at them, at times to influence certain 
actions through conversation during moments when the Board 
is not actually in session, and to do all of this without having 
to take the responsibility for anything! 

This meeting was something of a landmark in several 
ways: first, it was the first meeting in the ARRL’s history 
which was held outside of the United States, Many W/K 
hams tend to forget that the ARRL also includes Canada, 
probably because the greater part of ARRL Board action 
deals with W/K problems and on these, the Canadian Dir- 
ector traditionally abstains in the voting. However, you 
can be.sure that if the question involves frequency assign- 
ments which will in turn affect the VE hams, he is very much 
in evidence! This meeting, in Quebec, was of necessity 
somewhat complicated by ceremonial activities inherent in 
such a ‘‘first’’, For example, there were official audiences 
with the Premier of Quebec and with the Mayor of Quebec 
City. Since all of the preparatory details were the work 
of Eaton, Dumbrille and the local VE2 club, there was 
also a big dinner meeting with the VE2’s. From the public 
relations standpoint, all of these activities were a huge 
success----the meetings were carried on local TV and radio 
stations, helping immensely to build up the image of the 
VE2 ham with the local population. From all appearances, 
the W/VE relations also gained much and the Canadian 
Director expects an almost immediate jump in his Div- 
ision’s membership! 

The second most important aspect of this meeting was 
the decisions of the Board relative to the famous (or in- 
famous, whichever is your viewpoint!) Docket 15928, In 
early stages of the meeting, it almost seemed as if there 
never would be agreement on many parts of the docket. 
The 15 W/K Directqrs all seemed to have at least on dif- 
ference of opinion, and each was determined that his point 
would prevail. In the short periods available between ‘‘cere- 
monies’’, these were hammered into three major areas of 
conflict. Shortly after the official meeting convened, com- 
mittees were appointed to work on each of these, plus one 
committee to ‘‘gather up the loose ends’’, and the official 
meeting recessed with each committee instructed to come

More On That ‘Condition Two’ 


The PRIORITY SEC Bulletin is addressed to two net 
managers, three Key City ECs and ‘‘all Florida ARPSC 
members’’ but what does it mean? 

The Florida AREC Manual of Operations says Condition 
Two is ‘‘limited emergency,’’ that nets may be directed or 
free and that ‘‘one or more Key Cities may be placed on 
guard on designated nets by SEC Declaration.’’ That doesn’t 
establish it because he’s telling somebody else to do it. 

Really, Condition Two is a sort of verbal ‘‘red flag’’ 
notifying all amateurs that a communication emergency of 
some kind exists, and the SEC Bulletin issues directions 
for meetin the emergency. In effect, the Bulletin says 
‘‘something has gone wrong with the landlines, fellers, 
We need help of Net C and Net D and the help of Key Sta- 
tions in Tallahassee, Jacksonville and Tampa,’’ From there 
on, it’s mainly a matter of handling traffic. 

In this example, the emergency condition can’t be said 
to be ‘“established”’ until there is a net control station and 
one station each from Tallahassee, Jacksonville and Tampa 
on Net C, and the same is true alsoonNet D, The SEC 
Bulletin does not establish the Condition Two, 

A point which has never been made very clear to net 
managers and Key City ECs is that they should report 
promptly to the SEC when they have established the alert 
condition called for in their jurisdiction. As soon as pos- 
sible after the SEC Bulletin, each net manager should send 
the SEC a formal PRIORITY radiogram with the basic 
situation report, perhaps like this: 

‘NETS CHARLIE AND DELTA COVERED IN TAMPA AT 
xzZxX 0428 GMT X GOOD SIGNALS BOTH CIRCUITS X INTER- 
com contact established x 73?’ 

Without such information at fairly frequent intervals, 
the SEC is often in the position of having to assume, or hope, 
that everything is okay, since he can’t be everywhere at 
once, 

The formal radiogram situation reports are valuable as 
written records of the operation, to be used afterward 
in writing up the final report. Often, from these, it would 
be possible to figure out where some of the problems 
developed and to work out ways to avoid them next time.

up with acceptable compromises, 

A review of the minutes will show that it took just about 
twelve hours of combat with rugged individualism to achieve 
agreement. Even after this, there was nearly another hour 
of discussion in the meeting to insure everyone understood 
the details! Since the final recommendations have already - 
appeared in Official Broadcasts from W1AW and will appear 
in detail in QST, we won’t go into them here. 

The long expected attempt to increase the number of Dir- 
ectors on the Executive Committee materialized and des- 
pite impassioned pleas from the minority, the Executive 
Committee will remain ‘‘as is’’. 


Florida once again has a ‘‘fighting chance’’ to have its 
East Florida/West Florida boundaries relocated, Failure 
to get any action this past year can be charged directly to 
the failure of the members in these Sections to indicate--- 
in writing, and freferable direct to Ed Handy---as to how 
they feel about this subject. Here’s a second chance! 


The attempt to get official ballots mailed first class was 
clobbered early in the session, apparently from lack of pre- 
vious coordination with the Committee on Election Procedures, 
At least, ballots will now carr'y the words ‘‘Return Postage 
Guaranteed”’ and ‘‘Officidl Ballot Enclosed.’’ 


Not covered in the minutes in any detail, because of certain 
security aspects, was a report on the future of the Oscar 
program. However, it can be said that Oscar II is far. 
from being the last of the ‘‘Oscars.’’ Actually, it is just 
the first of a string of more and more sophisticated ham 
radio satelites----so you VHFers, have at it! 


For those interested in RACES, the apparent (from the 
minutes) disinterest of the League in bidding for the study on 
RACES is not quite so---in fact, there is considerable in- 
terest in it, The big trouble lies in the wording of the re- 
quest for bids. Until the details of what is actually desired 


is cleared up, the Board felt that no proper bid could be 
made, 


Another item of note is the resolution regarding the 
possible review of travel allowances for SCMs and SECs, 
This resolution serves notice to the SCM that HE is the one 
responsible for seeing that regular reports come in from 
his Section. (In some Sections of the Southeastern Division 
there certainly has been no trouble---these Sections rate 
tops in the League! However, some of the SECs and SCMs 
in other parts of the country have not been doing their jobs-- 
but have been collecting ‘‘expenses’’ for trips to hamfests, 
etc, Looks as though this is ‘‘coming to a screeching halt’’!) 


Two new publications are in the mill---an operator’s 
handbook and the long awaited VHF Handbook, The latter 
is just about to hit the press and the former is about eighty 
percent complete, 


There were several new Directors at this meeting. Some 
had been present at previous meetings, as Vice-Directers, 
and as aresult had little difficulty with the procedure. Others, 
attending a meeting for the first time, found themselves 
occasionally afflicted with hoof in mouth disease---particu- 
larly during the official meeting.

Learn C.W. Net Operation 


(Editor’s Note: We are happy to present a Series of articles 
by topenatch C W operator and route manager for Eastern 
Florida Section, Charles W. Hennessey w4LUV of Orlando, 
Florida, If you have ever wanted to check into a C W Net, 
here is your chance to learn how it is done, Read the fole 
lowing carefully and give it a try. We feel sure it will be 
a new and exciting experience for you in Amateur Radio. 
PART III 

The Q signal the NCS used was QNZ. Official meaning: 

“‘Zero beat the NCS’’, What it really means is this: 

1. Tune in the NCS a tad better, 

2. Shut off your bfo. 

3. Shut off your final amplifier. 

4, Turn on your vfo- and tune it to where the audible 

beat note gets progressively lower in frequency 
till it becomes inaudible (zero beat), 

5. Turn off your vfo. 

6. Turn on your bfo. 

7. Turn on your final. 
Now you’re ready to follow that third Q signal: QNI, Re- 
port into the net, 

The QNI is the toughest hurdle, especially the first few 
times. It’s one of the few things you must actually develop 
a feel for. After the NCS says K, the first station to QNI 
is the station who closes his key contacts first, When you 
hear an opening in this seeming chaos, QNI in one of the 
following ways: 

1, W4NCS de W4YOU QRU or (if you have no traffic) 
or: 

2. W4NCS de W4YOU QTC 1 mia 1 orl 1 tpa 2 4RN 
3 RNS 1 PAN or (if, for example, you have one 
messages each for Miami, Orlando and Tampa, 
two messages for other states or provinces in the 
Eastern and Atlantic time zones, three messages 
for states or provinces in the Central Time Zone, 
and one message for someplace west of CST), 

Once you QNI, sit back and wait (QRX) for the NCS 
instructions, If he doesn’t acknowledge all stations at 
once (QNS) after stations stop calling in, or if he’s very 
busy (QRL), he may acknowledge stations only when he 
starts directing traffic exchanges. In this case, wait until 
he finishes with QTC stations; he’ll either give a ‘‘last 
call’? to QNI for latecomers, or will start to QNX QRU 
stations, By this time, you should know for sure whether 
the NCS got you or not, If you’re still in doubt, ask him at 
this time. Here’s how: 

you: BK or di-dit dit 

NCS: BK or di-dit dit 

you: got W4YOU? bk 

NCS: C di-dah-di-di-dit, or: 

N QNI K 
_ Then you either QRX or QNI again, and let the NCS do 
the rest. It’s as simple as that. 

‘When you QNI for the first few times, it might help the 
like this; W4NCS de W4YOU QRU QTH Ocala AR. Please 
hold any other information (including your name, RST etc.) 
until the NCS or net manager asks for it.

NEW AMATEUR PROJECT 


On Saturday morning, May 22nd we fired up the Marion 
County Sheriff’s - Marion County Civil Defense Emer- 
gency Communications bus headed for the Florida Sheriff’s 
Boys Ranch, 9 miles North of Live Oak, On board was 
Johnny Williams, K4ANJ; Mack Britton, W4DVR; Tom Her- 
rin, W4AKA and Bob Dary K4VCX. 

This was the finalization of months of planning during 
which the Silver Springs Radio Club of Ocala undertook 
the task of exposing the Boys of the Ranch to Amateur 
Communications, and a training program for the boys 
with an eye toward Amateur licenses and Club Station at 
‘tthe Ranch, 

Enroute we maintained communications on 80 meters; 
MCC (2 Meters) 146.940 Mcs. and the Sheriff and FHP 
radio systems. The bus is equipped with 70 meters Col- 
lins and four General Electric Commercial units, dual 
frequency. We have a 5 KVA gasoline driven generator 
in the rear of the bus for power, 

We arrived at the Ranch about 1400 and set up operations, 
rigged up a 80 meter doublet between 2 oak trees, set up 
2 40’ masts with a 2 meter beam anda high gain base 
antenna - and was in business. The courtesy accorded us 
was most encouraging and the interest of the boys in learn- 
ing radio and electronics convinced us that we were on the 
right track. Feeding facilities were accorded us inthe 
main dining room and sleeping accomodations was in one 
of the barracks, 

0500 Sunday found us on the air again with contact all 
over the Eastern and Southern U.S. We checked into the 
Knights of Kicocycles, and the swap net, Many hams in 
the State talked with many of the boys at the ranch. The 
boys of course got a big kick out of talking over the Col- 
lins rig and the hams were most patient with them, which 
we appreciate. In all some 150 contacts were made and 
special QSL cards will be mailed to the stations worked.- 

We broke camp at 1600 Sunday and headed ‘‘for the 
barn’’ tired and sleepy but filled with thanks that we were 
able to do what we did for the boys at the Ranch, We are 
setting up plans for regular courses of instruction for the 
boys, as well as a couple of grown-ups. We will keep you 
advised as to the progress we make, But take it from me, 
everyone in the State should visit the Ranch at least once 
and see the boys and what the 67 Sheriffs of the State have 
done and what they are doing. This is not a State spon- 
sored function - it is purely voluntary and a lot of hard 
work for all concerned - but it is worth it, believe me.

TRAFFIG NET (VHFTN)

The South Florida VHF 
Traffic Net was organized 
for the purpose of teaching 
VHF amateurs proper mes- 
sage handling procedure and 
to provide an outlet for traf- 
fic for the VHF amateur.

Low band support of the net 
has been commendable, buta 
greater use of the net could 
be made by relaying traffic 
to a VHF amateur for relay/ 
delivery throughout South 
Florida. 

With a greater assistance 
by low band nets, a much 
higher traffic total could be 
posted by fhe net, and would 
result in better traffic han- 
dlers for low band nets when 
the present VHF operators 
advance to the ranks of low 
band amateurs.

Indicators 


Oftentimes when doing ex- 
perimental work or making 
tests, a signal strength in- 
dictator is a useful ad- 
dition to a receiver not e- 
quipped with one, A small 
neon bulb, such as a NE- 
51 will act as a cheap and 
dirty indicator for suchpur- 
poses as UHF antenna pos- 
itioning or receiver tuning, 
Simply feed a modulated tone 
into the transmitter, set the 
receiver so that the AVC 
system is deactivated, and
